He also pro po sed “a tempo rary 
readju stment o f amo rtizatio n, to 
giv e su fficient time to farmers 
to resto re to them the ho pe o f 
u ltimate free o wnership to their 
Own land.”

Food will be cooked in the main 
kitchens and will be serv ed by 
students,

their own dishes, to cut costs.

tha t of housing 4-H club m em ­ 
bers next fall in their own hous­ 
es at a cost for board and room 
of $15 per m onth.
